OIP is DIRECTED to complete its search for records 
potentially responsive to Plaintiffs' EOIA request, confer with Plaintiffs, and propose a 
production schedule to the court by no later than December 21, 2018; if Plaintiffs do 
not agree with OlP's proposed schedule, they shall respond by no later than January 4, 
2019. When the court sets a deadline for OIP to complete production, the court will 
simultaneously set a deadline for the submission of dispositive motions. The court
